MILWAUKEE, Wis, Aprli 2.—Reports
from northern Wisconsin tell of a complete
snow  blockade on many railroads. The
drifis are from ten to twenty feet deep.

Two lumber jacks left ltascan Tuesday
nocn to walk to a lumber camp near Cut-
ter's station.

CARLISLE A CANDIDATE

The Announcament to Be Mads Within a
Very Short Time.

A Sound Meney Delegation Instructed
for Him Expected to Go

From Kentuncky.

Information came to a representative of
The Star today from a most trustworthy
source that within a very short time—
maybe within a few days—the announce-
ment of Mr. Carlisle as a candidate for the
presidency will be made. The manner of
it ie yet to be determined. Mr. Cariisle
has been urged to formally reply to some
one of the numerous requests by letter he
has recelved to permit the use of his name.
Again, It has 1een suggested that the an-
nouncement be made through the medium
of an interview with Sarator Lindsay, who
is the Secretary's warm personal friend
and supporter.

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THE FPRIVATE SOLDIER.

Proposed Commission te Ereet a
Monament te Commemornte Hix Valor

“There are meny monvments in the city
of Washington erected to the memory of
Union officers of the army and navy dis-
tinguished in the late war of the rebellion,”
=aid Mr. Watson of Ohio today; “but there
is no monument erected to the memory of
private scldiers and non-commissioned ofli-
cers of the army, or enlisted men in the
navy, who served in the cause of the Union
during the war. There is a so-called Peace
monument here, but that ig not commemor-
ative of the deeds of the Tommon scldiers
of the war.”

To cover this deficiency Mr. Watsgn today
introduced in the House a bill authorizing
the appointment of a commission of five
members, two of whom shall have servel
as private soldiers or non-commissioned oi-
ficers in the infaniry of the army, oae in
the cavalry and one in the artillery, and
one as an enlisted man in the navy of the
United States in the war.

It =hall be the duty of the commissioners
to select a design for. 2nd superintend the
erection of a monument, in the eity of
Washington, which shall appropriately com-
memnorate the gservices and achievemceols of
the private =olliers ond non-commissioned
officers of the ["mion army, including the
cavalry and artillery, and the enlistel men
of the United States pavy, during said war,
The monumeni shail cost nol to excesd
the sum of §250,000, and this sum is appro-
priated.

Provision for Philadelphin and

The Senat~ committes on appropriations
today completed the consideration of the
Indian sppropriatien bill.  This LIl has
been hefore the committee since Fehruary
an urusually long time, The delay
was oceazioned by the committee’s inability
to reach a corelusion as to the proper
course to he pursucd in the treatment of
sectarian sehools fur the educatioa of In-
d’an children. The House Irserted an ex-
plicit provision that none of the money APggl
propriated for schools should he vsed in
the support of sectarian schcols, bhut pro-
vided for appropriations for the school at
Hamupton Roads, Va., and for Lineoln In-
stitution at Philadeiphia. The Senate com-
mitiee did not amend the House provision
Jeclaring against sectarian schasls, bu:
| stiuck out the appropriations for the Phil-
adciphia and Hampton Roads schools, the
former amcunting to s3L,000, and the lat-
ter to 320y The Senate eonmittee also
increased the appropriation for the pur-
chase or lease of school property to the
extent of §100.000, making the total ap-
propriation for this purpose S140060. The
purpose of this increase is to supply means
with which te purchase the property of
sectarian institutions devoted o ihe edu-
‘ation of Indians. The appropriziion for

OLEOMARGARINE CASES

Men Obarged With Violating the Law In-
dicted Today.

Bogus Butier Sald to Have Been Sold
Withount a PProper Label—The

Delay in I'rosecutions.

Walter P. and Joseph Wilkins were today
indlcted for an alleged violation of the act
of August 2, 1886, defining butter, and regu-
lating the manufacture, sale, importation
and exportation of oleomargarine.

The indleted parties are said to be dealers
here in butterine and similar products, and
the indictment charges that they, the 17th
of last October, knowingly and willfully
=old and delivered to George A. Ehallen-
berger, superintendent of the District re-
ferm school, a tub containing sixty pounds
of oleomargarine as and for butter, the
package or tubh not being stenciled or
branded “oleomargarine,” as required by
the said act of Congrees. And other letters
and figures, Indicating the nature of the
conternts of the tub or package, and other
required data were also missing, so the in-
dictment alleges,

Upon the filing of the indictment today
District Attorney Birney asked that a
bench warrant he issued for the arrest of
the accured, and Judge Cole directed that
it be Issued at once.

Walter P. Wilkins was arrested this after-
noon and taken into Criminal Court No. 1,
where he gave bail in the sum of %K), his
mother, Mrs, Annie M. Wilkins, becoming
surety, to an3wer the indictment. Mr. Wil-
kins stated that his brother Joseph, indicted
with him, Is in Boston, but expects to re-
turn on the Sth of the month, when he will
give honds. N

What the Batier Men Say.

These indictments result from the efforts
hegun some months ago, at the instance of
dealers in pure butter, to have the oleo-
margarine law enforced in the District. The
butter men have become somewhat Im-
patient because of the delay in indicting and
prasecuting thbse against whom- testimony
has heen presented.

One of them said today to a Star reporter
that the course of the authorities up to this
time had been such as evidently to please
the oleomargarine dealers. “The olcomar-
garine dealers declare and reiterate the
declaration,” said the bhutter man, *that
they have no fear whatever of the authorl-
tiee whose duty it is to compel a proper
observance of the laws governing the sale
of oleomargarine in the Distriet of Colum-
bia. They declare also that even when in-
dictments are found the cases will never he
brought to trial, because several ways will
be found to delay such a thing. They assert
that it was in view of securing delay that
they employed some of the leading equity
lawyers of the District to defend any vio-
lators of the oleomargarine law that might
e brought to trial, giving as a reason for
this the fact that these lawyers would have
s0 much business in the equity side of the
court in cases where large interests were
at stake, and especially in contests over
wills which would be of long duration, that
they could not altend to minor casee in the
criminal docket, and could procure past-
ponement after postponement by reason of
their standing at the bar and the profes-
stonal courtesy that exists between them
and the district attorney's office.

“Comimnlesioner Miller knewe, just as Chief
Agemt Colguitt knows, just as the district
attorney knows, and as evervhody else who
has taken the trocble to investiguate the
matter at all knows, that the olcomarga-
rine laws are more flagrantly violated in
the District of Cclumbia, and that their
viclatlon Is accompanied by a greater
amount of imposition emtailing finuncial
loes on the public of the District of Co-
lumbina, than the disregard of all the other
statutes in force here ccmbined.”

The winter amd the eariy spring is the
harvest time, it is said, of the oleomar-
garine dealers, who persistently violate
the law, and rell the preduct as but:er for
butter prices. In summer the genuine ar-
ticle is too cheup to make the risk of vio-
lating the law profitable enough to be
worth the running, With these acis in
view, it is the intention of the officials of
the National Dairy Union to call upon At-
torney Gencral Harmon and impress upon
him the necessity of directing that the
district attorney should pursue a course
here independent of the Treasury Depart-
ment, and to prosccute oleomargarine
cutes without unnecessary delay. If no
saligfaction can be gotten from the Depart-
ment of Juslice it is the intention, as stat-
ed in Th® Siar some time ago, to have a
1esolution passed by the Senate directing
the Secretary of the Treasury to semd e
the SBenatle all Information regariding the
kEnown violatlon of the oleomargarine laws
in the District which are on record in the
office of the commissioner of interanl reve-
nue, the number of cases that have been
cempromised, the amounts of money paid
In such cases, the names of the parties
charged with the violatlon of the law aad
the names of the parties who paid the
jwnalties into the Treasury Department in
order to secure immunity from prosecution
tor them.

The following have been slated for ‘he
places: Messrs. Wellington, Gary, Malsier
and some prominent eastern shore man, to
be selected at the prospective meeting.
This proposed disposition of the guestion
has provoked animated dissent, however,
and its advocates will have a hard time to
bring It about. The eastern shore men ire
up in arms against Mr. Wellington. and
il will be difficult to induce them to con-
cede further honors to the Senator-elect,
while it will prove equally hard to paci-
fy the anti-Wellington men in Baltimore.

He May Decide to Not Be Again a Mem-
ber of the Honse.

If Not Nominated at Si. Louls He Wil
Probably Practiee Law in
New York Cilty.

Mr. Reed, it is sald, Is serving his last term
in the House, no matter what may be the
resull of the St. Lou's convention. If he is
not nominated for Pres!dent, Mr. Reed, ac-
cording to this report, will retire from Con-
gress and will probably tzke up the prac-
tice of law in New York. A prominent mem-
ber of the House, who speaks positively as
to his Information, said to a Star reporter:

“Mr. Reed will retire from Congress at the
close of this term, and wiil quit polities, if
he is not nominated for the presidency.
Flattering propositions to enter the practice
of law in New York have been made to him,
and their consideration is contingenl upon
the result of the national convention.”

Of course, neither Mr. Reed nor those who
might be regarded as representing him care
to discuss the contingency of his failure to
secure the presidential nomination, for the
reason that th!s might he regarded as an-
ticipating defeat. But the information is re-
garded as positive enough to warrant would-
be aspirants to the speakership in the next
Congress to begin laying their plans. The
republicans assume that there can he no
doubt about the.r maintaining their control
of the House in the next Congress, and that
they will have to elect Mr. Reed's successcor,
His intention to retire from Congress |is,
therefore, a matter of Intersst to several
aspiring leaders,
